THE WAR IN FRANCE —~MOVEMENTS AND COUN-

Loxpox, Nov. 22, -(Special to the New York
Worid.)—A Berlin despatch of Lo day says that,
nccording to the latest juformation received
from Versallles, inceseant exertious are directed
to the forwation of a second outer line of invest-
meunt, to cover the operationg of the inuer line.
The strategy of D'Aurelles is nuderstood at Ver-
enilles, and has been met by a counter move-
ment, with ite centre at Orleans. [YAurelles
bae extended his lines, both unorth and soulh,
intending to enclyse the Germans on hoth
flanke, und the latter have executed similar
movements, falling back at the samne time to-
wards Parie, D'Anrelles’ line I8 now eaid to
extend from Le Mans through Vendome, Or-
leans, and Bonrges, to Nevers. His main body
rests along this line, while it is feared that o
large section of his force bas passed north to-
wards Evreux, His line slso extends from ©@r-
leans to Avgerville, and in the triangle whereof
Vendome, Urleans, and Auvgerville are the
points. The German line extends from Cha-
tesunenf through Chartres and Etawmpes to Fon-
talneblean.

A body of Prusaian foot,
horee, and artillery, 11,000 strong, s advancing
on Amiens, supposed to be a portion of Man-
teuffel's command, Around Paris the circle of
investment la enlarging daily, and the ehanoces
of resistance and reprisal ard increasing. War
engines, heretofore uniried, are relied unpon by
the besieged.

GREECR.
From the London Faturday Review,
The statement that Greeee has recognized
the Fremch republie, while it is rather amnus-
ing than important, reminds the oareless ob-
server of events that there sre other foreign
communities besides the belligerents whe
bave engrossed the attention of the world.
A much more surprising statement was lately
forwarded by telegraph from Florenoe, to the
effect that Greeos bad concloded an offensive
and defensive alliance with Turkey. If the
report had been but true, it might have been
inferred that the Greeks had at last deter-
mined to concentrate their undivided efforts
on domestic improvemsnt. It is not impos-
sible that such a treaty, and the policy which
it wonld imply, might prove the nearest road
to the attainment of their cherished objeots,
I8 may or may not be true that the
Torks in Europe are dying out; bnt
without an entire change of character they
would find it difficult to maintein their post-
tion in the immediate neighborbood of a
prosperous and well-governed Greek king-
dom. The only pursuitin which the Tarks
naturally equal or excel their rivals is the
primitive buginess of fighting, nor cau the
Greeks hope to defeat thom exeapt with the
nid of a protector who would be far more
formidable than their ancient enemy. It
may be hoped that the aupposed treaty is bat
a symbolical exaggeration of the desire of
the present Greek Governwent ko attend
to its own affairs, It is believed that
the Deligeorgia Ministry is deterwined, if
possible, to suppress the scandal of brigand-
age. 'The recent eapture of robbers by two
well.known and respectable inhabitants of
Livadia in the midst of the town bas revived
the indignation which was cansed by the dis-
graceful tragedy of Marathon. The Govern-
ment would probably be supported by popu-
lar opinion in the construction of roads and
in the establishment of an effivient police.
The army, which is kept up at great expease
in superfluons numbers, is largely employed
in the ocollection of taxes from the com-
paratively honest part of the population,
while the robbers openly defy anthority and
law., The aid and sheltergwhich are provided
for freebooters by the rural inhabitants, in
Greece a8 in other similar conntries, are not
to be regarded as a proof that their vocation
is really popular. It is impossible that shep-
berds and farmers, nnless they are affiliated
to the profession, should really wish both to
pay a tribute more burdensowe than the Gov-
erment taxes, snud to incar ocowsionsl danger
for the benefit of their rapaciens guests.
The robliers have destroyed thewr richest
gource of profit by deterring travellers from
entering the country, and conseqnently they
are reduced to the necessity of extortiug ran-
soms from their own peaceful conntrymen,
1t is essier to trace the suarchy and poverty
of Greece to misgovernment than to remove
the canses of corruption and weakness. As
there is no aristocracy in the evuntry, the
general equality of conditions is properly
recognized in the establishwent of a lurge
and populsr constituency. In acocordauce
with modern constitutionsl doctriues, the
Asgembly hes the power to make and uninake
winisters, snd in faoct it does nothing else,
The prizes of political activily ure nut in.
trinsically great, but they are suflicisutly
valuable to absorb the whole nttention of the
Deputies, A frequent rotation of office
gratifies in turn the ambition of the largest
poesible mnuwmber of politiciens; and
the remainder, if they cannot
bope to be Miuisters, naturally expeot sowme
reward for their support of their respective
party leaders, To secure their own seats in
the Assembly, the Deputies have to court the
wost active looal partisans, who are them-
selves in some parts of the country connected
with the bandits. Aslongas a government
can retain its position, its power is almost
despotic; and the sbifting of the majority is
determined by osuses which have liftle to do
with adwministrative merit or political
honesty. A Minister who earnestly devoted him-
self to the establishment of iuternal security
would provoke many enemies, and it s not
certain that he would be cordislly sapported
by the great mass of the community whioch
wonld bave an interest in the success of his
enterprise; yet the experiment may now be
tried with exceptional advantage, inssuach as
the mischievous passion for foreign agygran-
dizement has for the time been effectually
disconraged. The main objeet of the insur-
rection in Crete was the maiotenance in
ower of & Miuistry whieh flatterad the popu-
ur weakness, o other petty Siate can
molest and barass a more powerful neighbor
with the impunpity whieh is8 seoured to
Greeee, nod mmerely by the triple Protecto.
rate, but by the msentiment of Earope.
The  principal  damger  which was
to be apprebended from the lrregular encour-
sgement of the Oretan insurgencs consisted
not so much in the chance of a collision with
the Turkish foroes as in the increased dis.
organization of Greece itself. The wvolun.
teers who from time to time returned from
the islend contributed to swell the ranks of
brigaudage, and to furnish ostensible vccnpa-
tion for the army which would have besn but
ill prepared to resist a foreign invader. Not-
withstavding the repeated and ostessible
provocestions which were offered to Turkey,
the Government never intended to engage in
war. No portion of the large sums whioh
were raised on the pretext of nativunal de-
fense was spent in uring arms oris
equipping troops. The reb which was

dressed to Greece by the Paris Conference
was well understood and keenly felt hy a
quick-witled pation, For the first time in
twenty gwu the scunder part of the commu.
mity understands the folly of ambitions pro-
jeets, and the neceasity of reforming internal
administration.

The highest suthorities on questions re-
lating to Greece hold that the people have,

even under the pressat constitutien, the
means of reforminoy the flagraut abuses whioh
prevail. Ministers and deputies would not
object to consult the public welfare if they
found that they were likely to ba rewarded
by continnance in office, for serving their
country. The centralization which exists is
both mischievous in jtself and inconsistent
with national ebaracter and tradition, If the
Goveroment of Athens employed itself in
rotecting life and property, and in redae-
ng taxation, as far as possible, parishes
and  distriets would perhaps  under.
take the eonstruction of roads and other ma-
terial improvements, Althongh neither of
the two dynasties whioh Earope has bestowed
on Greece haas hitherto conferred any con-
siderable benefits on the nation, there i8 no
reason to believe that anything would be
gnined by the establishment of a republic,
A king at the worst either abstains from in-
terference or commits political blunders,
His interests is identical with the good of
the pation, and he can soarcely be open to a
bribe, The highest place in a Groek re-
public would be the objoct of more active
competition than the post of a Royal Minis-
ter, snd perbaps it might, as in South
America, be semetimes the prize of civil war.
It is a redeeming feature in the modern his-
tory of Greece that the candidates for power
have been Pulhmmu'? intrigners and not
military adventurers. The Court corrnpMion
which was practised in the time of Otho
wounld probably be revived by a President.
The Chamber, if it retained its present power,
wonld require no additional faeilities of
beneficent legislution; and experience shows
that representative systems flourish best in
combination with an hereditary Execntive.
Happily the Groeeks themselves have no fanoy
for changes in the form of government,
Under certain provisions of the Greek Con-
stitution, which seem mnot to have becomsa
operative, the King might exercise a direct
power which has not generally been included
in modern political systems, His ministers,
though they require the support of a Parlia-
mentary majority, are also responsible to ths
Crown; and the judicions exercise of the
prerogative would probably be approved by
public opinion. The present king had the
disadvantage of ascending the throne in his
boyhood, when it was il.possible that he
should possess any real power. His eonnec-
tion with the Imperial family of Rnssia way
aleo hamper his independent aotiom; but he
is 6till young emough to vindicate the exps-
diency of an almost accidental selection. He
might be pardoned four ocherishing the
smbition of aggrandizing his kiugdom, if
only he understood the order and natural
succession of measures by which a small
State becomes great, A domestic adwinis-
tration which should render Greece a model
or & contrast to surrounding States wonld de-
#erve the pre-eminence which 15 now prema.-
turely claimed. King Otho, like the ill-judg-
ing knight in the story, forgot that it was
pecepeary to draw the sword before he blew
the horn. Having done nething to render
his kingdom wuﬂEy of an Imperial ravk, he
weukly and rasbly wmade himself the tool of
a foreign power which was not even able to
protect him, If King George, now in
the early prime of life, were vigorous enongh
to establish order and prosperity at howe,
be might ealculate .on the full acknowledy-
ment of bis public services both by the
Greeks and by foreigners. The Esstern ques-
tion would be best solved by the growth of a
civilized and independent Htate which might
in due time naturally succeed to the snpre-
macy which may sooner orlater pass from the
Ottomsn Empire. The pretense that Greece
ie il-governed because its limits were nut
originally extended to include KEpirus or
Crete is transparently frivolous, The lonian
Irlonde, which were volantarily annexed to
the kingdom by England only & few years
#go, have from the time of the transfer
stendily declined in social and political con-
dition, The Turkish provinces on the maio-
land and in the islands which are coveted by
ambitious Greek politicians wonld not adumit
of equal deterioration, but they would gain
nothing by a change of allegiance. It 18 a
significant fact that wealthy and ictelligent
Greeks prefer Constantinople as a place of
residence to Athens,

SCIENCE AND THE CLERGY.

‘With regard to the question of time, the
views of wen kave changed remarkably in
our day and generation; and I must say as re-
gurds courage also, and a manful willingness
to engage in open contest, with fair weapons,
u great change has also oocurred. The clergy
of Evgland—at sll events the clergy of Lon-
don—bave nerve encogh to listem to the
sirongest views whioh any one among us
would care to utter; and they invite, if they
do pot challenge, men of the most decided
opinions to state and stand by those opinions
in open court. No theory upsets tham. Let
the wost destructive hypothesis be stated only
in the langunage  ourrent  among
gentlemen, and they look it
in the face., They forego alike the thunders of
beaven and the terrors of the other place,
switing the theory, if they do not like it,
with honest secular strength. In fact, the
greatest cowards of the present day are not
10 be found among the clergy, but withia she
pale of science itielf. Two or three years
ago, in an ancient London college—a olerical
institution—1I heard a very remarkable leo-
fure by o very rewarkable wan. Three or
four hundred clergyman were prosent at the
lecture, The orator began with the civiliza-
tion of Egypt in the tuue of Joseph, poianting
out that the very perfect organization of the
kivgdom, snd the possessiomn of chariots, ia
one of which Joseph rode, indioated a long
sutecedent period of civilization. He then
paesed on to the mud of the Nile, its rate of
sugmentation, its present thickness, snd the
rewsius of buwen handiwork found therein :
thence to the rocks whioh bound the
Nile valley, which toem with organic remams,
Thus, in bis own clear und adwirable way, he
caused the idea of the world's age to expand
itrelf indefinitely before the mind of his an-
dieuce, sud he countrasted this with the age
nsually sssigoned to the world. During his
discounrse be seemed to e swimming against
& strenmw; he manifestly thought that he was
opposing general copvietion. He expected
resistance; sodid I, Buat it was all & mia-
tuke; there vas no adverse current; no op-
porin g conviction, Mo resistance, merely hers
sud there s balf howorous but nusuccess-
ful sttempt to entangle him in his
tulk. The meeting sgreed with all that had
been sald ngudinﬁ‘ the antiquity of earth
sud of its life. They had, iudeed, known
it all long sgo, and they good-humoredly
rellied the lecturer for coming among
them with so stale » utu:{. It was quite plain
thut this large body of clergymen, who were,
I should say, the finest sawples of their class,
bud entirely given up the ancient landmarks,
und trepsported the conception of life's
erigin to an indefinitely distant past. In fact,
clergymen, if I might be allowed a parenthe-
#in f0 sy 80, have as stroug a leaning toward
scientifio truth as other wen, only the resist-
snce te this beni—as resistance das to eduoa-
tion—is geverally stronger in their case than
in others, They do not lack the positive ele-

ment—npamely, the love of truth, bat the
negative element, the fenr of error, predonde.
rater, Blowmess of acceptation, or even
bostility, may be thus accounted for.— Fro-
